THE TESTING OF A "TYPE GUN" 


Officers at the Sandy Hook 


Ground Got Exlrnordl-nary 
Deltcalo Instruments Used. 


That science which directs and fires the 


great modern all-steel .breech-loading ri- 
fles is not gunnery, or at least gunr.ci'x as 
the term was understood in the old days. 


Chemistry, physics, metallurgy, tiic 


higher mathematics, the comparatively 
new science of explosives, 
a 
practical 


knowledge of electricity, geometry and 
trigonometry must all be mastered thor- 
oughly to make the firing of a big rifle a. 
success. Nothing must be left to chance. 
Aiming 
is eliminated. A. single shot 


wasted meajis not only hundreds of dol- 
lars thrown away, but also an enormous 
waste of energy, and the wear and tear 
of a war machine which at the best can 
be utilized to fire only an extremely lim- 
ited number of shots before it is worn 
out.

To reduce the firing of the great guns 


ns nearly as possible to an exact science 
an elaborate and systematic scries of ex- 
periments has been going on ever since 
the first modern breech-loading ri!le wns 
turned 
over to the government, some 


years ugo. Every shot that

corded- on an official "log," which tells 
absolutely 
everything

with every discharge. - 


The United 
States 
Army 
Ordnance 


Proving Grounds nt Sandy Hook. N. J.. 
is the scene of all tiie important testing 
and proving of the coast defense and oth- 
er army ordnance. There ;ire two dis- 
tinct'branches of work 
there—testing 


and''proving. Testing is the longer nnd 
more involved of the two. It is 'done 
with a. "type" gun furnished.by' the milk 
ers. After the "type" gun has been test 
ed and pronounced satisfactory,the otl-.oi 
guns of the same type arc proved. Prov- 
ing is simply a. less involved test. 


TESTING A •'•TYPE" GUN. 


The object of testing a "type" gun is 


to develop any possibly existing weak- 
ness in structure, strength, design, aecnr 
acy and material. The "type'' gun is 
fired with every unfavorable condition 
imaginable. 
Deliberate 
attempts 
arc 


made to explode or break it up in everv 
way within reason. It is not intended 
or expected that a "type" pin'shall be fit 
for service nftcr the testing is completed, 
although, as a matter of fact, tlit-re are 
steel rifles at, the Ifook now that have 
sustained rigid tests so well that they 
still nrc capable of being used for active 
work. 


Tho officers who lest, great guns nrc 


engaged ia service that is distinctly dan- 
gerous all the time."although thoy would 
be the. first to deny it.- Weakness in a 
gun can be discovered only by actual 
Trial, and it announces itself hy nn ex- 
plosion. Every now nnd then when n 
gun explode? at the Hook the public get 
an idea that it was due to carelessness, 
when, as a matter of fact, the result was 
one to be expected. The men at the 
Proving Grounds who discover a weak- 
ness in a gun forestall a possible big ac- 
cident at a fort. 


The te-.t of a type gun' in the ease of 


huge weapons, like the S. 10 nnd 12 inch 
steel rifles, extends over a period of many 
months.

ably delicate, electrical instrument 
far 


bnck in the.--recording- office, where the 
territic shoch/of ths discharge.cannot af- 
fect--it,'-registers-the- time to-the ten- 
thousandth part of a. second. So delicate 
is this register that it, can be read only 
.with a powerful microscope. 


.At the .-muzzle of. the gun is a wire, 


which is broken by the projectile as it 
leaves the muzzle, and the little instru- 
ment agnin registers the time. By this 
the muzzle velocity is ' determined. 
In 


the line of fire there are big wire screens, 
each of which is connected with electrical 
•wires. As the shot cuts them the 
in- 


struments record it. Thus the speed of a 
projectile dying, as these big ones do, at 
the rate of almost 2,500 feet a second, can 
he measured as-aecurately as the speed of 
a horse or a running man, 


ABSOLUTE RESULTS. . . 


When a gun is to be lired at the prov- 


ing grounds every operation is done as 
carefully by rule and recorded as min- 
utely as is the handling of. gold in the 
treasury. The powder charge Is weighed 
to the ounce. The projectile has marked 
on it its exact weight to the fraction of 
an ounce. 
Klcctrien] instruments to 


measure the.recoil of the gun are. attach- 
ed to the outside: elevation and arc of 
CUT ore measured minutely; everything 
thai possibly can happen inside or out- 
sido of the weapon is put on record.
